The applicant asserts that Carnegie does not disclose displaying generating content. 

Examiner points out that Carnegie discloses the claimed invention by using gateway 
resources to convert wireless -carried digital communications sent to and from the portable 
device which is inherently displayed to the users (see coL6 line 62 to col. 8 line 67).
